Contacting the Outside World 

The Front Desk also serves as the Bread Loaf Rural Station 
Post Office. Incoming mail will usually arrive in your box 
by mid-morning; outgoing mail is collected by 4 in the 
afternoon and should be deposited into the mailslot in the 
door just to the left of the mailboxes. UPS shipments may 
be dropped off Monday through Saturday mornings. Please 
note that because of the limited number of boxes, everyone 
has a “mailbox buddy,” who has in common with you the 
relative alphabetical place of his or her last name, if 
nothing else. Given this necessary sharing, please make 
sure you take only your mail from your box. 


Visiting the Outside World 


If you are without transportation for the summer, or prefer 
to let someone else negotiate the twists and turns of Route 
125, the Front Desk offers free shuttle service to (and, of 
course, from) Middlebury proper in the Big Bread Loaf 
Taxi/Van. The van departs each afternoon at 2 sharp from 
the Inn porch, retuming from the Middlebury post office 
each afternoon at 4:30. Sign up at the Front Desk to 
reserve seats.

While the Crumb prides itself on containing all the news of 
life on the Mountain, printed to fit, those who have 
subscribed to the New York Times for updates on the so- 
called “real” world can pick up their copies at the Front 
Desk. 


The Rape of the Locks 


Because opinions vary on how security-conscious this 
idyllic community need be, you have the option of 
obtaining a room key from the Front Desk. All rooms have 
bolts on the doors that can be operated from the inside; 
keys are necessary should you wish to lock and unlock your 
door while you’re not in your room. Please note that if you 
have a roommate, you must both report to receive keys, and 
that if you are accidentally locked out, you will incur a $25 
lost-key fee and will need to wait until a Front Desk staffer 
can be spared to gain re-entry to your room.

Under the fire escape at the rear of the Annex is a green door, and 
through that green door lies our local lair for bibliophiles, the Bread 
Loaf Bookstore. once again under the management of Heather Morin- 
Best. It’s more than just a bookstore, actually; Heather is a purveyor 
not only of course books, but also of toiletries, Bread-Loaf-insignia- 
bearing clothing and memorabilia, pens and pencils and the like, and 
an emergency supply of bug repellent. The store will be open from 9 
to 4 today and tomorrow, resuming normal hours starting Thursday. 
Heather requests that you limit your purchases this week to required 
texts for courses you are taking for credit, thereby giving all enrolled 
students a chance to equip themselves properly. 


Davison Library (x. 2739/2740)

an extensive video library and a small viewing room. The library is 
open from 8 AM to midnight daily. 


Computer Center (x. 2741)

the Library, they are ready to assist with projects, problems, and 
phobias regarding the Macintosh and PC machines available there.

To the technologically uninitiated, 
fear not: Caroline and crew will offer training on BreadNet, our very 
own telecommunications network, and in other areas throughout the 
summer.

Physician, Heal Myself 

Nurses will be on duty in the Cornwall Clinic (the smallest yellow 
building across Rte. 125 from the Inn) to handle routine medical 
situations, and a nurse practitioner will be available by appointment 
throughout the summer; check the clinic door and future Crumbs for 
further info.

Phoning It In (Or Out) 


The Bread Loaf phone system has finally caught up with other 
technology around campus — Edward Brown assures me that 
frantically dialing in the hopes of getting an outside line at 9:30 PM 
is a thing of the past. One consideration that should be retained from 
previous years, however, is to please take messages unto others as 
you would have them take yours unto you. 

Starting extremely locally and moving outward: To reach campus 
extensions, dial the number listed in the directory. To make a local 
call, dial 9 and the seven-digit number. The Front Desk’s extension is 
— and this is new this year — 2700; dialing 0 will direct you to the 
main switchboard of Middlebury College. To make a calling card 
call, dial 9-1-800 and the number of your carrier; common numbers 
are posted by the phones. For other kinds of phone calls, contact the 
Front Desk (dial 0). 

The switchboard hours are kept religiously; your calls may be cut 
short when the switchboard closes up shop. If you observe the posted 
hours and ask those who may be calling you to observe them as well, 
there need be no embarrassing misunderstandings resulting from 
what either party might interpret as a sudden and decisive hang-up.

Laundry facilities are located in the small white building between 
Larch and the Barn. Machines are $1 per load; the Front Desk 
keeps an ample supply of quarters on hand. Be aware that the 
machines are, well, temperamental; you may want to do some 
advance scouting of prospective dryers (feeling the tops to see just 
how warm that machine gets when it gets going) to see which live 
up to their name and which will gladly accept your quarters but will 
effect no discernible change upon your garments in return. 

If you signed up for the Nu-Way linen service, you may pick up 
your first set of sheets and towels today at the Front Desk. After 
that, the place to go is the large truck parked behind the Inn each 
Wednesday from 12:30 to 1:00 PM. 


No Smoke, No Fire 

State law prohibits cigarette smoking in all public buildings, both 
here on campus and elsewhere in the Green Mountain State. If you 
do smoke despite these regulations, please exterminate all smoking 
material in the ash cans provided around campus for that purpose. 
Also, please do not smoke on the front porch of the Inn, as the 
smoke blows back into the building. 

The campus is well-equipped with smoke detectors that can be 
triggered by cigarette smoke; if your room alarm goes off, air out 
the room and fan the smoke away from the alarm. Chirping, 
buzzing, or twittering smoke detectors are pleading for a new 


‘battery, which the Front Desk will be happy to provide. Chirping, 


buzzing, or twittering animals are perfectly normal for rural 
Vermont, and under no circumstances should attempts be made to 
equip them with new batteries. 

Finally, to take you back to college days, a reminder that even the 
smallest appliances — hot plates, microwaves, coffee makers — are 
expressly prohibited on the Mountain, what with their draining the 
power supply and increasing the risk of fire. Such contraband 
items can, and will, be seamlessly re-introduced into the local 
economy at Trader Jim’s Annual Yard Sale. 


Rock, Paper, Scissors: 


One is Recyclable 

Perhaps the natural splendor of this setting makes it easier to 
understand Vermont’s commitment to recycling, which is 
mandatory statewide. Accordingly, please do your part and deposit 
paper and glass in the appropriate bins, which lurk in just about 
every corner of the campus. Using travel mugs instead of 
disposable cups and turning off lights after leaving your room or a 
classroom will also assist this environmental initiative greatly. 
Dead batteries may be deposited in the box at the Front Desk, 
where they will receive a proper disposal and possibly some words 
of remembrance and tribute. 


Exercising Caution 

Walking, jogging, or biking along Route 125 can be both quite 
scenic and quite dangerous, given the near-nonexistent shoulders 
and constant sidewinding of the road, not to mention the presence 
of wildlife in the vicinity. Remember to stay on the left side if on 
foot and on the right, moving with traffic, if you are also on a 
wheeled mode of transportation. Bikes (motor or pedaled) should 
be locked at all times (except when being ridden, of course) and are 
not allowed to clutter up fire escapes, dorm hallways, or porches.

The Front 
Desk staff will gladly lend you what sporting goods they have in 
their possession; usually this includes volleyballs, a croquet set, and 
some tennis racquets that antedate today’s top players. 

Middlebury College boasts splendid athletic facilities including a 
state-of-the-art swimming complex (that’s a building, not a 
psychological condition), an extensive fitness center, and a golf 
course. Entrance to the first two requires only your student I.D.;
